would be grateful, and it would carry 
weight in view of tho military experience 
if tho consul general.

ho appellate court at Madrid 


The precedents are recited in tbe oppli- 


ation submitted to the state department.

Property Exempt from Taxation. 


In the revised statutes for the state of 


Illinois for tha year 1805, chapter 130, 
Revenue, Section two, IB Riven a list of 
all property exempt from taxation. 


First— All lands donated by tbo United 


States for school purposes, not gold or 
leased. All public schools houses. All 
property of institutions ot learning. In- 
cluding the real estate on which the build 
ings are located, not leased by nuou In- 
gbltutiona or otherwise u«od with a view 
to profit. 
' 


Second — AH cbnreh property actually 


and exclusively used for public worship, 
when tbe land (to be of reasonable glze 
for tbe location of tbe church building) ig 
owned by the congregation. 


Third — All lands used exclusively as 


grave yards or grounds for burying tbe 
dead. 


Sixth — All property belonging to any 


lounty, town, village or city, used exclu 
sively for tbe maintenance of the poor 


* All public buildings belonging to 


•any county, township, city or inobrporat 
ed town, with tbe ground on -which such 
buildings ore erected, not exceeding in 
any case ten acres. - 


Tenth — All property wbrah may be 


used exclusively by societies for agricul 
tural, horticultural, mechanical and pbll 
osopbioal purposes and not for pecuniary 
profit.

Montgomery (Ala.) Advertiser: Every 


man who knows anything about the finan- 
cial question knows that in 1878, when 
silver was demonetized, it was at a pre 
mium of more than 3 per cent. And in 
the light of such a fact how can any lair 
man calf the not of 1873 a crime? What 
difference could the stoppage of coinage of 
silver make °to any producer or holder of 
it when it was worth more aa bullion 
than a coin? 


(From the passage of tho mint act of 


1834 under President Jackson to 1873 
under President Grant silver dollars were 
nt a premium of 2 to 3 per cent-over gold, 
and therefore refused to circulate in this 
country for almost forty years. How was 
it a "crime" toquit coining such dollars?) 


Right there lies all tho secret of the 


hullabaloo about the so called "Crime of 
•73." It was not until after silver began 
to decline rapidly, because of its tremen- 
dous production, that the mice-owners 
found any ground to complain. And,now 
that the white metal has declined 50 per 
cent their complaint has swelled into a 
bowl. They want free coinage and want 
it bad, in order to enable them to turn 50 
cents' worth of it into a coin that will 
pass for one dollar as lone as Uncle Sam 
is uble to make it as good as gold. But 
when Uncle Sam piled 400,000,000 of the 
coins on his back the world saw that he 
couldn't stand any more of tbe load and 
hence the scare of 1893-94. 


Whenever silver advances in the mar- 


kets of the world to its value in '7S it may 
be safe 'to continue coining 'it at 1(5 to 1, 
but until then an intelligent, prudent, 
honest people will not authorize <t.

ity with that stanclard,tho standard of the 
best commercial nations of the \vorhl 


Paid His Men in Mexican Dollars, 


A southern manufacturer, to, toaoh his 


men an object lesaon on the free silver 
question, pnid them their week's wages in 
Mexican silver dollars. The man whose 
Wages amounted to $10 was paid $20 
Mexican Collars.) The amount looked 
arge to the men and seemed to show the 
idvantage of free silevr, but when they 
come to exchange the Mexican dollars for 
tho necessaries of lift* they found they 
would buy only 50 cents worth of goods 
while tho American silver dollar bought 
100 cents worth of goods. This caused 
them to think and investigate and the re- 
sult was that they discovered a great fact. 
They discovered tho Mexican dollar was a 
free coinage dollar which had to stand on 
its intrinsic 
worth, 
like 
gold. 
It 


was worth only what tbe bullion in it 
wai worth on the market—54 cents- 
while the American silver dollar being 
worth intrinsically but 54 cents it was 
not a free coinage dollar but on the con- 
traTy redemption was guaranted by the 
United States government and hence 
bought 100 cents worth of goods. This, 
to thoae workmen, demonstrated that the 
free coinage of silver in this country 
would reduce the purchasing power of the 
American dollar to the same as that of 
tho Mexican silver dollar. No American 
workman could stand that sort of thing 
unless ho could bo guaranteed that his 
•wages would be doubled which no sane 
man could for one moment believe would 
fullow tlm free coinage of silver dollars in 
tho L'nitcd Stjtes 


It than could be maintained at u parity 
with gold. 
They accepted the result -ana re- 


mained in the Republican party. 
That 


derfaratton was simply a declaration, as 
was the one adopted the other day, that 
we would stand precisely where we were 
until we could Ho better. We were agreed 
that wo could safely undertake to have 
bimetallism by international agreement; 
we were unwilling and refused to attempt 
it by free and independent coinage. 


They did not feel called upon to go out 


of the party then; their conscience did not 
seem to trouble them so much then as 
now.

Tbe national credit, the 


national honor, the national lite were at 
Etaka. These gentlemen said tho bill was 
unobjectionable, but they refused to vote 
for it (that is, his of these gentlemen from 
the silver states did) unless the great 
majority, who did not agree with them, 
would sacrifice their convictions and vote 
for the free, unlimited and unrestricted 
coinage of silver. Tbe great majority in 
tbe senate would not bo coerced by that 
minority. 
• 
That action upon the part of these peo- 


ple directed the attention of the country 
to that subjecct us it bad not been direct- 
ed before. 
Therefore when we met at bt. 
Louis, we wrae not for a different stand 
to be taken by tbe Republican party, but 
for more explicit declarations ot our prin- 
ciples than we had heretofore made, and, 
inasmuch as they had thrown down tho 
gauge of .battle by demanding tree silver 
and =eeklng to • oeico us to accept, we con- 
cluded that was a good time to meet them 
half way, join issue and let tho battle 
come on. 'Ibey appeared before tho com- 
mittee and were part of the committee, 
just u» they were four years ago. They 
made the sumo demand; wo made tho 
same answer, but when wo came to write 
tho pluftorm, wo said we would make it 
so plain all would understand, and so we 
declared that we were unalterably opposed 
to tho free and unlimited coinage of silver 
until we can have no international agree- 
ment and in the meantime we will pro- 
berve the existing gold stiind.ird. 


When Senator Teller and his associates 


bolted the party at tho St. Louis conven- 
tion, tliey had no cause for it whatever 
that did not exist tour years before, at 
tho Minneapolis convention, and when 
tbe Bepublican party made the declara- 
tion it did make at St. Louis it did not 
change its position one particle, but sim- 
ply made it absolutely certain, in order 
that there could be a settlement of that 
question, that the proposition tor free, in- 
dependent and unlimited coinage of silver 
is a proposition th&t we will not enter- 
tain 
We will not entertain it because, 


in our ludgment, it does not, as Senator 
Teller and his associates claim, mean bi- 
metallism, but simply silevr monometal- 
lism. 
We go into ths fight therefore with our 


gallant standard bearer, representing to 
the people of America protection to Amer- 
ican industries and American labor and 
an absolutely sound dollar with which to 
do our business. An absolntley sound 
dollar, not simply for the banker and 
the merchant, but for tho wage-earner as 
well. When a man does a full day'swork 
he is entitled to huve full 100 cents on the 
dollar with. which lie is paid, and we 
propose that ho shall have it. We propose 
that tho dollar that we put into circula- 
tion—the metallic dollar—shall be worth 
100 cents in gold all over tho world, no 
matter whether it carries tnc eaglo and 
superierjptions or not. Take a silver dol- 
lar and pound it into bullion, and it is 
worth 54 cants; take a gold dollar and 
pound it into bullion and it is worth 300 
cents all over the world. Nobody is cheat- 
ed by that kind of a dollar; nobody is mis- 
led by it: no distrust is excited, everybody 
has confidence in it; and when Governor 
McKinloy shall havn been elected pros- 
perity wijl at once come again, beeiuiae 
chnt will insure a sound tariff reciprocity 
and a sound currency. 


GERMS Kltt-ED BY X 


Bacilli of Diphtheria' Succumb to Bowat- 


gea-a Celebrated BUcovery.

The experiments that have been go- 


ing on bt the state university electrical 
laboratory at Columbia, Mo., testing the 
effect of the Koentgen rays upon diph- 
theria bacili all confirm the theory thnt 
the germs may be destroyed by the rays. 
The last experiment %vas made with live 
guinea pigs, probably the first experi- 
ment of the kind upon a living animal 
ever made in this country. Two guinea 
pigs were inoculated with a Culture of 
diphtheria. One of the^igs was exposed 
to the Roentgen -rays for four hours. 
After seven ty-twohours this pig showed 
no signs of diphtheria and is just, as live- 
ly as before, whereas tire pig exposed 
to the rays died within twenty-eight 
hours after the injection, and the post- 
mortem. showed his death was due to 
the injection of diphtheria bacilli. 


Pawnbrokerase p»yg Well. 


The pawnbroker institution estab- 


lished in New York a year or more ago 
by philanthropic people, organized as 
tbe Provident Loan society, has so far 
proved a succ&s. It lent over $600.000 
last year on 35,038 pledges, of which 
SU,789 were redeemed. Tho rate of in- 
terest charged was one per cent, a 
month, which is far below tho usual 
charges in such business, and the insti- 
tution not only paid all expenses, but 
yielded nearly seven per cent, net to 
tho men who advanced the capital. En- 
couraged by these results the society 
will ey-tend the operations of the bank 
BO us io re.ich a larger number of the 
deserving poor.

structing engineer, writing of tho St. 
Louis tornado, says that tho reported 
wind velocity of ISO miles per hour signi- 
fies a pressure of ninety-nine pounds to 
tho square inch and a lifting power of fif- 
ty pounds per square foot, and that such 
a wind is sufficient to destroy biick walls 
thirteen inches thick, no matter how well 
constructed. He-points out also that fly- 
ing dobis, telegraph poles and tin roofs 
act as agonts of destruction in a tornado 
like so many battering rains. This sug 
gests that towns with wires underground 
and with eaveless roofs stand a better 
chance in a storm of that kind than,towns 
nt which there are many poles, poor and 
loose eaves.

The Republicans of Decatur opened the 


campaign of 1896 in the city and connty 
last night by a thoroughly enthusiastic 
ratification meeting at the tabernacle. 
The building was filled, hot as it was,

Called to Order.

Louis, and to give our seal of approval to 
the choice of the delegates, to ratify the 
nomination of that man who has long 
been the choice of tho people.

Every four years the people are called up- 
on to selectjihe chief executive for the na- 
tion, and it is no small compliment which 
the American pays to a man. The man 
must be a man of broad Inntelleot, firm 
and pure; and when the majority of the 
70,000.000 of our nation selects a chief ex- 
ecutive it is the greatest compliment pos- 
sibly Co be bestowed; and no grander man 
could have been selected than William 
McKinly, of Ohio, (cheers) n man who ta 
so completely bound up in the hearts of 
the people. Despite tho machinations of 
the politicians, the people arose and said 
we will have McKlnley—despite tbo pow- 
er of Platt In Now York,Quay in Pennsyl- 
vania, the combine In Iowa, and the ma- 
chine in Illinois. Even before the dele- 
gates arrived at St Louis. Major McKin- 
ley was nominated, and tonight we are 
here to ratify the nomination of MoKiu- 
ley and Hobart. 


Goodman's band here gave a splendid 


selection, a medley of popular airs, tho 
audience breaking out in shouts and with 
applause as "Marching Through Geor- 
gia, and "Red, White and Blue" swept 
from the stage. 
There was a great en- 


core at the finish, to which Director Wal- 
ter responded with part of the selection. 


Hon. W. G. Cochran, of Sullivan, Re- 


publican nominee for representative for 
tho Forty-first district, and department 
commander, Illinois Grand Army of the 
Republic, was presented as the chief rati- 
fier of tho evening, in a highly eulogistic 
speech)by the chairman. 


Mr. Cochran was received most cordial- 


ly. He said h« had witnessed the norai-' 
nation of his choice for president and he 
made himself solid as usual by paying a 
neat compliment to Decatur and.her en- 
terprise. 
He recalled < the • tact that last 


March the McKinley club was organized 
In Decatur,and he believed that the mem- 
bers of that club were more than grati- 
fied over the nomination of the grand 
man in whose honor they christened the 
organization. The speaker said he was 
doubly gratified, for tho man of his choice, 
one of tbo boys who had shouldered a 
gun, a man above reproach, a Christian 
man, a man whom be esteemed ns a per- 
sonal friend, because he was my com- 
rade, has been selected as our lender. 
There are no stronger ties, scarcely, than 
the ties of comradeship In the struggle for 
life and liberty.

Passengers on the Northwestern train 


which leaves Dixon for Chicago over the 
Northwestern railroad at 3:64 o'clock 
tvere given a wild chase the other after- 
noon with a full-grown cyclone which 
Brst appeared as the engineer steamed 
out of Dixon town and followed the rear 
sleeper as far as De Kaib. 


The phenomenon was accompanied by 


a, cloud of dust and cinders, and was of 
the whirlwind variety. It meandered 
along in a dogtrot and toyed with farm- 
ers' wagons and rail fences, occasionally 
slipping up and nipping the tail end of 
the passenger train. 


The fireman, heaved coal as he had 


oeier before headed and 4he engineer 
threw the throttle wide open and put 
on the safety valve. 


But the cyclone whirled along like a 


hoop snake, staying abreast of the train 
on the left side, about ?50 yards dis- 
tant, ripping up the sod and making 
the landscape look haggard. 


The passengers were in the high "c 


of excitement, expecting at any moment, 
to join in the merry-go-round without 
p-etting value received out of their tick- 
jts.The cloud was fully 100 feet in diame- 
ter. With it came a terrific rainstorm, 
which lasted till De Kalb was left 
behind many miles. Farmers who were 
lumbering along in their wagons un- 
hitched their horses to give the animals 
a chance to escape, while the farmers 
themselves flew in all directions to avoid 
the cyclone. 


No fatalities resulted .and the farm 


land over which the wind cloud passed 
will need no plowing this spring. 


Sticks, roosters, bushes and dirt were 


hurled high in the air. Rail fences 
opened to let the wonder pass, whUe 
haystacks were swept before it and dis- 
tributed promisciously,over the next 
county. 


One of the passengers who saw the 


disturbance from start to wind up 
stamps the thing as a complete success. 


"It was a thrilling1 sight," said he. 


"and yet beautifuj." 


"I ran up against its twin brother in 


Colorado a fewjears ago. I recognized 
the family coat of arms the moment I 
saw it. It whizaed along by the side of 
the train, now a little in advance of us 
and now playing with the end lights on 
the rear coach.

Logue was | 
in IXew York at tha time, but on his 
return was told by Cutaiar that Mrs. 
Logue had gone to New York. Logue 
spent $20,000 in looking- for her. Soon, 
nfter the disappearance of his auatCufr! 
;i'ar,rnanied a Mist, Fallie Camp, and 
Loguc'tnoved elsewhere.

After a lapse.of many j eai s the owner 


of the house employed a carpenter to 
repair the kitchen floor, and when the 
boards vte.re removed the skeleton of 
Mrs. Logue was found. It v\as identi- 
fied by the. teeth and wedding ring. 
An investigation by the police recalled 
the fact that Logue had occupied the 
house. He v\as suspected of wife-mur- 
der, and as soon as he heariLof it he 
returned to Philadelphia and eurren- 
tlarcd himself to Coroner Ashbridge. 
lie said be wa& innocent, and made 
1 nown. bis suspicions that Cutaiar had 
murdered his viife. in order to secure 
her valuable jewelry and $4,000 in gov- 
ernment bonds v.hich she was known 
tc have hai> in. her possession. 


Cutaiar was arrested on April 12, and 


five daj s later made a confession impli- 
cating Logue. This was followed by 
another confession the same evening, 
in'which he relieved Logue of any 
l;no\vledge of tlv crime.

United States Notes Probably Burned Up 


in the Great Chicago Fire. 


A New York Sun special from Wash- 


ington says: /The books of the UniteJ 
States treasury still carry an item of 
$1,000,000, which represents llnited 
States notes which are supposed to 
have been consumed in the great Chi- 
cago fire 25 years ago. It is known that 
there was a, million dollars of currency, 
more or less, in the vaults of the sub- 
treasury then, and that none of it was 
recovered, but the denominations of 
these notes and the exact amount are 
unknown, as the books of the cashier 
were consumed also. There coiilcl not 
have been, however, very many dollars 
less or very many dollars more than 
1,000,000, and it would simplify the 
accounts of the treasury and save :i 
great deal of labor to the. bookkeepers 
if congress should pass a bill or reso- 
lution recognizing the fact that this 
money is no longer in existence, for 
ei ery day when the cashier in the treas- 
ury balances his accounts he has to 
include this item, deducting it or adding 
it, as the case may be, from the amount 
in hand. It appears upon every daily, 
weekly, monthly and yearly statement 
of the assets and liabilities of the gov- 
ernment as "unknown destroyed United 
States notes, $1,000,000."

buing. The collision was arranged by 
tlie Hoclving^ Valley Railway company 
us a means of drawing people to their 
new park to pass a holiday. The ma- 
chines wereold-fnshioned and worn out. 
Neither had been used for some time 
and both were early candidates for the 
scrap pile. A small expense put them 
ia safe condition for the purpose.

ns to the e\odus of the children of Is- 
rael. On the slib among a mass of other 
inscriptions wa« found the word Israel. 
The line containing the word rrads: 
"The people Ysrianl is spoiled; it hath 
no seed." 


The slab dates from the reign of Me- 


renptah. son of Rameses II. The in- 
scription which refers to the conquest 
and defeat of Syrians, Assyrians and 
Israelites, tends to show that the exo- 
dus must ha%e taken place before the 
fourteenth century B. C., or in 
the 


nineteenth dynasty. The historical in- | 
cident. wits dated in the fifth yearof the 
reign of the king mentioned.

AN UNUSUAL REQUEST. 


Brlttah Government Wants to Pat a W»r 


Ship In Dry Dock at Pueet Sound. 


It is understood that a British war 


ship will be docked at the- new Puget 
Sound dry dock, says a Xew Yoi k Times 
Washington special. Some inquiry his 
come from Canadian officials icgarding 
the charge for docking am English 
ship. Such a request from the British 
government is a novelty to- the navy de- 
partment people. 


That go^ernment is so well supplied 


with docking- facilities that it larely 
has to depend upon the comtesy of 
other nations for such service. The 
United States, on the other hand, fre- 
quently a&ks for the privilege of dock- 
ing ships at foreign docks. The charge 
usually made for docking a war ship 
is that which will cover the cost of run- 
ning the pumping plant and the neces- 
sary incidental expense of filling and 
emptying and refilling the dock. In 
the case of a tnerchant ship the regular 
charge for dockinqr is made by the gov- 
ernment owning the dock. 


In the case of the Puget Sound struc- 


ture there may be some delay in dock- 
ing a foreign ship, as the dock does not 
yet belong to the government. It is 
still the property of the contractors, 
and their permission must be obtained 
before the dock can be used.
